Whose  idea  is  the  CCC?  President 
Roosevelt,  a friend  of  all  alike 
cone  jived  the  idea  of  this  organi- 
zation before  ho  was  nominated  by 
the  Democratic  Party  for  the- Pres-' 
looney.  From  the  study  of  statistics 
ho  learned  that  around  3,000, '00-0  . I 
mostly  young  men,  were  idle  during 
normal,  non-depression  times.  Ho 
kne'w  many  young  men  out  of  employ- 
ment became  dissatisfied  with  life 
and  often  became  criminals „ If  our 
beys  could  be  placed  in  some  organi- 
zation that  would  furnish  them  re- 
mump x '.five  w ork,  to  the  gover nmc n t , 
and  at  the  same  time  carov  for  them 
and  their  families  who  needed  help, 
and  were  worthy,  it  would  not  only 
save  to  the  nation  these  hoys  as 
useful  citizens,  but  would  raise  the 
morale,  of  the  entire  country.  The 
greatest  opportunity  seemed  to  of- 
fer itself,  in  the  forest.  Hence  we 
fool  faery  grateful  to  our  far  see-
